Bomb With Fright- 
ful Effect. 


The Desperate Anarchist’s 
Desperate Suicide. 


He Places a F ulminating Cap in 
His Mouth and Fires It. 


The Man’s Head Shattered by the 
Force of the Explosion. 


One of the Death-Watch Suspected 
of Having Aided Lingg. 


Gov. Oglesby Promises to Render His De- 
cision This Afterndon—General Belief 
That Spies, Schwab and Fielden Will 
Have Their Sentences Commuted, and 
That the Others Will Be Respited to Pre-

By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

Cu1caGo, November 10.—Louis Lin gg, the 
condemned bomb-maker, has just put the 
climax to his dramatic career by blowing him- 
selfup. At 8:45 precisely he placed in his 
mouth one of the powerful caps used in ex- 
ploding dynamite, bent over alighted candle 
and thus fired it. The explosion tore away 
both lips and the tongue, lacerated 
the face horribly, blew away near- 
ly all the teeth on the left 
side and fractured the lower maxillary. He 
fell to the floor with a stified cry and lay there 
in aconvulsion of agony, the blood pouring 
from the ghastly wound. When the door was 


opened by the death watch and the jailer the 
man presented 
A SPECTACLE NEVER TO BE FORGOTTEN, 

There was little smoke from the explosion. 
The report was like that of a twenty-two call- 
bre pistol, somewhat muffled: Lingg was 
hurriedly raised and placed upon his cot, and 
at first was supposed to be dead. The blood 


| pouring back into the throat was strangling 


him. He was turned upon his side. His eyes 
protruded, and the sight seemed to have been 
destroyed in the right eye. With his hands he 
made feeble attempts to beat away the assist 

tants, and with a gurgling half cry, halt moan 
he seemed to be struggling to speak. The 
physician, who was hurriedly summoned ,pro- 
nounced the wound mortal, and at this mo- 
ment, one hour after the explosion, he is re- 


ported to be rapidly sinking. 


THE INSTRUMENT OF DEATH 

andthe manner of its use was worthy the 
man. Thecaps used in exploding dynamite 
are one inch long and made of pressed copper. 

They contain five grains ot pure fulminate 

of mercury, which more than half fills the 
cap. The fuse is inserted in this and when 
the spark reaches the fulminate the powerful 
detonation is sufficient to explode the 
dynamite surrouading it. Ionce saw the en- 
tire hand blown off a miner who was incau- 
tiously twisting a fuse into one of these caps. 
The copper tube is invariably shattered by the 
explosion, and the fragments, thin and sharp 
as a knife, add materially to its deadly power. 
It sets at rest the question that Lingg was far- 

nished with the materials of his peculiar war- 

fare. He and his associates, it will be remem-. 
bered, have stoutly asserted that the bombs 
found in his cell were placed there by the po- 
lice. Now it will be seen that the materials 
had been conyeyed tohim. He knew 

Tu DBADLY POWER OF THESE CaPs. 

™ ey are no larger than the long 2-caliber 
cartridges and could easily be concealed in a 
fold of his clothing without attracting notice 
even if he were searched. The cap 
which did this work could have 
passed to him in a dozen ways.

contrary, the pinnacle of his ambition was to 
make a huge firework of himself and go down 
to ages as an Anarchist martyr of high ex- 
plosive degree. The removal of his pet bombs 


robbed him of the golden opportunity and left: 
him only the cap, deadly enough, but of dis- 


appointingly limited powers of destruction. 
SPIES’ GRATIFICATION. 

When Spies learned that his mortal enemy 
of late had hoisted himself on his own petand 
he illy concealed his gratification. There has 
been no love lost between these two since the 
Supreme Court’s decision. Spies stood in 
deadly fear of Lingg, and Lingg seemed reso- 
lutely determined that Spies’ neck should not 
escapeithe gallows by any showing of contrition 
or wild appeal for clemency. ‘‘Hang orgo 
free,’’ was Lingg’s motto, and he meant to 
see that Spies’ fate should not be better than 
his own. It was thought by those con- 
versanf with the affair that upon 
the slightest show of appearing clemency for 
Sples, the bomb- maker accomplice would make 
a detailed confession and show exactly the 
relation between the wild editor of the Arbel- 
ter Zeitung and the hurling of the bomb atthe

Several fragments of the cop- 
per have been removed, but some are 
too deeply seated. He cannot possibly re- 
cover. Spies has shown his great satisfaction 
over the occurrence, and has viel- 
bly brightened since he was informed 
that the. mangled wretch cannot re- 
cover. The special retribution in Lingg’s 
agony and mutilation is noted as one of the 

most dramatic features of the entire Anarchist 
question. That he was aman of great nerve 
and high physical courage has certainly been 
shown. 
DECEIVED HIS WATCHERS. 


Hew Linge Accomplished His Terrible 
Deed of Self-Destruction. 


Cuicaco, III., November 10.—Louls Lingg, 
the bomb-maker, ha, 
just committed suicide 
by shooting bimself 
through the head, while 
in his cellin the county 
jail. How he seoured 
the weapon with which 
the deed was committed 
is a mystery, as his cell 
and clothing was again 
thoroughly searched yes- 


terda and to all appearances 
the guards that sit in front of 
of his cell have watched him every minute. 
Lingg has always been regarded as the most 
desperate Anarchist of the lot. It was he 
who manufactured the bombs for the Hay- 
market riot and in whose cell the bombs were 
found last Sunday. 
USED A FULMINATING CAP. 

It is now learned that Lingg ended his life 
by means of a fulminating cap and not with a 
revolver as first stated. He held the 
cap in his mouth and lit it with a 
candle, which was burning in his cell. The 
explosion was the first warning the jail peo- 
ple had, and the guard seeing him with the 
candle in his hand, supposed that he was 
lighting acigar. From the effectsof the ex- 
plosion half of his head was toru away. Itis 
thus far impossibie to get further particulars 
of the affair as nobody but the jailpficials are 
allowed within the building now. 

LINGG’S QUEER ACTIONS. 

All day yesterday it was thought that 
Linge acted differently from usual. Tues- 
day night he gave out his ‘‘fare- 
well address,’’ which was written for the 
Alarm, Parson’s old paper. In it he recited at 
length his grievances and closed as follows: 

„Now, with alast and earnest farewell to 
all friends and — nd with final wishes 
for their pros — 
certainty that . have the chance of 
seeing you again, my beloved comrade, with 


an eurnest and wish for ur future 
success in life. Your comrade, Hoch die An- 


le. 
Lovis Lryec.’’ 


READS HIS LETTER IN ENGLISH. 

Yesterday when one ofthe guards told him 
that the papers had published his letter to D. 
D. Lum, the young bomb manufacturer ex- 
pressed a strong desire to read it in Eng- 
lish.’’ Jailer Folz consented and Linggslowly 
plodded through the translation. Englehart 
speaks German, and when appealed to, gave 
Lingg the meaning of English words in 
German. The doomed man said the letter was 
an admirable translation of the original. 
Turning to another page of the paper, his eye 
caught the line: Lingg will surely hang. 
Calling Englehart he asked: What isthe 
meanivg of this word s-u-r-e-!-y in German. 

Englehart told him, and Lingg laughingly 
observed: 80, so, I will s-u-r-e-l-y hang. 

His manner was such that Englehart joined 
in the laugh. 

„Say, the blonde-haired young Anarchist 

called to a reporter, did you see my maed- 
chen?’’ 

He was told that Eda Muelier had not been 
seen and his next query was, ‘‘Has my 
chats (sweetheart) gone to Springfield?’’ 

This question was answered in the affirma- 
tive. He seemed pleased and remarked that 
if he could have seen her he would have told 
her to stay at home. O' Neil, one of the 
two guards who remain on duty before 
Lingg’s cell throughout the day declared 
that Linge was the coolest man in Cook 
County Jail. He was very pale, but his ap- 
petite was good and he slept well. 


STILL ALIVE. 

Immediafely after the explosion Deputy 
©’ Neil rushed into Lingg’s cell, which was oom - 
pletely enveloped in smoke. There he found 
the young Anarchist lying on his back with 
great holes in his head, from which the blood 
was rushing in torrents. He was at once 
earried into the jail office and placed on a 
table. He was still breathing faintly and 
while Dr. Gray was examining him he 
coughed slightly, and the blood poured forth 
again from his terrible wounds and from his 
mouth and nose. The physician said the man 
could only live an hour or so at the most and 
he expects him to die at any moment. At 10 
o'clock he was still alive. 

FINDING THE CaP.

A TRAITOR IN THE DEATH- WATCH. 

How the dynamité was smuggied into the 
cell is not known, but it is generally believed 
that there is a traitor among the death-watch, 
who gave him the dynamite and the cap. This 
is the theory at the Sheriff's office. ! 

PREMATURE. 

While it is generally thought around the 
jail now that Lingg had al! along determined 
on ending his own life in some tragic manner, 
it is also believed that for some reason or 
other he committed the act sooner than he 
first intended. Tuesday, when Oapt. Black 
was leaving the jail on his way to Springfield 
Lingg called him to the grating opposite his 
cell, and in broken English asked him to see 
that he had some clean linen sent him, and he 
also was particular that it should be arranged 
that a messenger who brought bim his clean 
clothes should arrauge to take ey his soiled 
things. 

„All right; I'll attend to it, said Capt. 
Black. 

What shall I do for you at Springfield?’’ 

Lingg shook his head and said: ‘‘Do not for- 
get the clothes.’’ 

Yesterday when Mrs. Engte was in the jail, 
she had a short conversation with Lingg, and 
then bidding him good, bye, she walked inc 
the jail office. As she was disappearing, Lingg 
came to the bars and called out rather anx- 
lously, Frau Engle, Frau Engle, but the 
little woman either did not hear him or heed 
him, and hurried out of the jail. 


CAN’T HANG LINGG. 

Capt. Black came to the jail at 100’clock and 
wentto the room where the doctors were 
working with Lingg. 

**Lingg. do you know Capt. Black?“ asked 
Depuly-Sheriff Morgan. Lingg opened his 
eyes, looked steadfastly at the Captain, and 
nodded his head. The rags and strings of 
flesh that hung to his face waved to and fro, 
and the Oaptain, almost overcome, left the 
room. He called Dr. Fengor and said: 

Doctor; don’t you think that a consulta- 
tion of the physicians ought to be held as to 
whether this man ought to be hanged?’’ 

Impossible to hang him, said the doctor. 
**Who ever heard of a wounded man being 
hung? No, no, itmust not be, and the sur: 
geon returned to his task. While the surgeons 
were dressing the wounds, Lingg rested in the 
arms of a newspaper man. Every onceina 
while, Lingg coughed convulsively and the 
blood that was choking him would be splat- 
tered on the clothing and in the faces of the 
attendants. The reporter raised him up that 
he might breath better. 


A GHASTLY SCENE. 
The scene in Lingg’s cell, after the explo- 
sion, was ghastly. -Teeth, bits of jaw bone, 
shreds of fiesh and blood were scattered 
all over the narrow compartment. A little 
trail of blood marked the way over the 
stone flagging to the room where Lingg was 
carried. Within fifteen minutes after the ex- 
plosion Fischer, Parsons and Engel were taken 
from their cells and searched in the jailor’s 
private office. All their clothing was 
taken from them and suits made by the Sher- 
iff’s orders were given them. Sheriff Matson 
says Lingg was stripped and carefully searched 
yesterday and the day before. 


SPREAD LIKE A FLASH. 

The news of Lingg’s dreadful deed created 
the most profound excitement at the 
Sheriff's ofiice. The intelligence was 
received there immediately after the 
event. With pale faces and excited looks 
the deputies crowded together to compare 
notes, and then separated to take allotted 
parts in forwarding the intelligence or 
holding themselves in readiness for whatever 
might occur. The newsof Lingg’s deed spread 
through the city like a flash, and every one Is 
discussing it. Now that the bomb-maker 
has attempted his life, the friends of the other 
Anarchists will redouble their efforts in behalf 
of the condemned men. 


LINGG’S CONDITION UNCHANGED. 

At 1 o’clock Lingg’s condition was un- 
changed. He is still conscious and presents 
a most horrible sight, with the lower 
part of his jaw completely torn off 
and his thick auburn hair still matted 
with blood. The cheeks were torn out and 
hung down in jagged pieces upon his neck, the 
teeth were knocked out, the gums torn away, 
and but ja small stump of the tongue 
appeared protruding from the mangled throat. 
In the upper part of thd throat, immediately 
under the lower part of the jaw- 
bone a terrible gap had been torn out 
from the inside. The ball of the thumb of 
the left hand, with which he had touched off 
the explosive in his mouth, was torn open. 
The ‘physician in charge now says that 
if Lingg can recover from the terrible shock, 
a very doubtful possibility, he may yet ‘ive 
some days or weeks, or even get well en- 
tirely, but the chances are but one 
ins thousand, as bood-poisoning is almost 
sure to follow. To all appearances the man 
cannot live through the day, When the ex- 
plosion occurred j 


ALL THE ANARCHIST PRISONERS 

were on their feet in an instsntand every one 
of them looked stunned and frightened. 
Jailor Folz dt once gave orders to have 
every one of the other cells searched, 
and Parsons, was the first one a descent was 
made upon. Three deputies entered his 
cell, took himby the wrists and shoulders 
and led him to Jailor Folz private 
office. There he was detained until his cell 
was thoroughly searched and nothing found. 
The ex-editor of the Alarm shivered with 
mingled excitement, fear and curiosity. His 
face was white and his eyes looked ready to 
start from their sockets. He was in his shirt 
and trousers, and a wide felt hat shaded his 
face. He looked as if he would have given 
worlds to know what had happened, but no 
information was vouehsafed him. 


IT Is BELIEVED 
by some of the reporters that something was 
found on Parsons, although the jail officials 
deny this. Parsons was given a new 
suit of  olothes to put on, and 
taken to another cell, where he now is, with 
two deputies standing guard over him. One 
of them stands at the back of his cell 
and the other at the door. The 
other men and their celis were 
also searched, but nothing found. When 
Engel was being searched he completely broke 
down and cried like a child. He is still so 
prostrated that he has not yet been put back 
in a cell, but isin the jail library in charge of 


deputies. 
THE TERRIBLE CaP. 

Meanwhile Turnkey O'Neill had discovered 
the little agent which had served Lingg 
to accomplish his terrible work. It was a 
small fulminating capa little over an inch 
long. It had been filled with fulminate of 
meroury, and the small fuse which ise usually 
attached to these instruments of death had

been touched off by Lingg at the ume the 


reporter thought he was lighting a cigar. When 
Linge committed the deed he was lying on his 
face on his cot. After the affair, when 
his cell was searched, another candle 
was found. At the top of it, barely concealed 
by the ends of the wick, a second ful-

LING@’S ACT TO-DAY 

was in keeping with his past life. In 1883 he 
was forced to leave bis native town in Ger- 
many. After a good deal of wandering about 
Germany he finally landed in, Switser- 
land. There he continued to fight the 
‘*Blues,’’ as the social Democrats are called 
by the red followers of Most. It was thea 
that the Gozial-Démokrat, the official organ 
ofthe German Socialists, published « 
notice declaring Lingg to be an informer and 
spy of thé German Government. In 1885 he 
came to America. In New York he stayed only 
afew days, and then proceeded farther West 
to Chicago. Here he joined the North Side 
group of the Internationals and soon began 
the manufacture of the bombs, one of which 
was used at the Haymarket. When two 
policemen went to arrest him the next day 
one of them entered his room, while the 
others stayed outside the house. The 
latter soon heard shouts for help, 
and running into Lingg’s room found that 
the Anarchist had thrown his partner on the 
floor, and was only prevented from shooting 
him by the policeman, who had a grip on 
the revolver which Lingg was endeavoring to 
use. The second Officer, after a desperate 
struggle, succeeded in placing the ‘‘come- 
alongs’’ on his wrists. Placing a 
pistol to his head, the policeman ordered him 
to come on, but Lingg refused to move and 
said: 

„Shoot me, shoot me. 

It's a pity I did not accommodate him,“ 
said the officer, who was at the jail this morna- 
ing, as he stood looking at Lingg. It might 
have saved all this trouble. 

FAST SINKING. 

2:15 p. m.—Lingg is thought to be fast 
sinking and the doctors say he will die before 
9 o’ clock to-night.

EXCITEMENT AT SPRINGFIELD. 


He was 


The Governer Notified of Livgg’s Suicide— 
Hope for the Others. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., November 10.—Intense 


excitement prevails here over the crisis in the 


all-absorbing Anarchist case. The Governor is 
closeted in his office at the Mansion and 
refuses to see anyone. Action of some kind 
is expected every hour. A messenger has just 
hurried to the mansion with the intelligence 


that Lingg has blown his head off with a dy- 


cap. The Governor is said to 
have abstained. from all expressions 
of surprise or horror at the, news. It 
is confidently believed here that the Governor 
will to-day commute the sentences of Fielden, 
Spies and Schwab to imprisonment for life or 
varying terms, or else grant a temporary re- 
spite to all the condemned men. 


NO HOPE FOR THE STUBBORN. 

There is no longer room for doubt that the 
case of every Anarchist who maintains refusal 
to ask for clemency is hopeless. Gov. Oglesby 
asked one of the leading friends of the An- 
archists last evening if he thought clem- 
ency would reasonably be expected 
for a man who refused to ask 
for it. This ie regarded as a conclusive 
intimation that no clemency will be extended 
to any of those who persist in arefusalto ask 
formercy. Capt. Black has telegraphed 
friends here that he hopes to secure a petition 
for clem@ncy from Parsons this morning. 
When this is received he- will doubtless at 
once wire the Governor of his success in that 
direction and ask His Excellency to take ac- 
tion just as though the plea were in his poses- 
sion. 

THE GOVERNOR’S MIND MADE UP. 

The Governor has not been at the Capitol 
this morning, and will probably not be in 
during theday. The indications are that the 
decision reudered by the Governor will be 
voluminous. He informed Mr. Porter a 
few minutes ago that his decision would be 
somewhat affected by the news of Lingg’s 
tragic and desperate ending. The prevalent 
belief is that Lingg’s act may prove some- 
what prejudicial to the interests of all the 
other condemned men. There is little doubt 
that at this time (11:30 o’clock) the Gov- 
ernor’s mind is made up as to the — 
character of his decision. 

WILL BE ANNOUNCED TO-DAY. 

The Governor has just informedan Associ- 
ated Press reporter that he will announce his 
decision inthe Anarchistcase during the day, 
intimating that it would be before 6 p. m.

A Crazy Anarchist’s Suicide.

Black Thinks It Will be Favorable to the 
Other Condemned Men.

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THE INSANITY PROCEEDINGS. 


Attorney Hunt’s Persistent Efforts in Behalf 
Lingg Fail. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcu. 

CuicaGo, Ill., November 10.—Mr. V. V. 
Hunt, the attorney for Lingg, who. has 
beer trying to have the young Anarchist 
declared insane, wasat Judge Baker’s house 
this morning at 8 o’clock, and asked the 
Judge to hear the petition and grant a writ 
for inquiry into Lingg’s insanity. The Judge 
told Mr. Hunt thatthe petition must not be 
presented to him, but to the court, and that 
his court had adjourned until 10 o'clock this 
morning. Thereupon Mr. Hunt departed, say 
ing he would appear in court and make the ap- 
plication regardiess of Lingg’s attempt at sui- 
cide. Mr. Hunt appeared before Judge Baker 
at 10 o’clock and made a formal application 
forawritin Lingg’s case, and it was refused. 

Mr. Hunt, who made the application on 
behalf of Lingg said in explanation of his 
course: ‘‘I became deeply interested in the 
Anarchist case, and sometime ago I sent a 
letter to the Arbeiter Zeitung expressing my 
legal views of the case. The friends of Lingg 
having read the article, called on me and 
asked what I thought ought to bedone. I 
told them I thought Louis Lingg was insane 
and ought to be inaninsaneasylum. They 
were surprised with my views and asked me 
to commence proceedings to determine that 
question. I heard that Dr. Kiernan had ex- 
pressed the same opinion, and I therefore 
asked him to sign the petition to the court 
which you see be did.“ What was your 
reason for thinking Lingg insane?“ 
In Ireland I had much lunacy practice, 
and I know the peculiarities of men having 
unsound minds. This man Lingg is a ‘crank’ 
in politics. I have seen many such cases in 
Rome, Paris, and in Spain. They were men 
who got so badly worked up on some public 
question that their minds became warped and 
they wanted to 

DESTROY ALL OPPOSITION. 

Just so with Lingg, he ls crazy on the labor 
questions and wants to kill everyone who 
does not agree with him.“ 

Mr. Hunt said be belonged to many secret 
societies in Ireland, and had to leave that 
country on that account. He also said he 
wished he could sendanumber of just such 
men as Lingg into Ireland to throw bombs 
among the English land-owners who are 
oppressing the Irish people. 

DR. KIERNAN. 

James G. Kiernan, M. D., the man who 
signed the petition has gained some notoriety 
in that line before. He was one of the experts 
for the defense in the celebrated Guiteau case, 
and at that time testified that the slayer of 
President Garfield was insane. He said: 
Ling was suffering from paranola, a pecu- 
liar condition of an impaired mind—a mono- 
mania on any question like religion or politics. 
Parsons is insane. Heisa proud Southerner, 
who married a negress, and because society 
will notreceive her he wants to destroy all 
society.’’ 


HUNT'S HARD WORK. 

The petition presented by Attorney Hunt 
was similar to the one presented before Judge 
Prendergast yesterday. It asserted the belief 
ofthe petitioners that Louis Lingg is insane. 
He moved astay of execution until a proper 
investigation of Lingg’s insanity could 
be made. Attorney Grinnell was present to 
oppose the petition in the interest of 
the State. Mr. Hunt moved a stay of execu- 
tion on the ground that there was a question 
as to Lingg’s sanity, and time was wanted to 
investigate. Judge Baker would not entertain 
the motion, saying he had no power whatever 
to rant a stay of execution. Mr. Hunt then 
moved that a venire of six men de 
sanity. Mr. 
Grinnell said the affidavit did not 
state that Lingg had become insane since he 
was found guilty of murder. That point was 
essential. If he was insane before his trial, it 
was a matter of defense that ought to have 
been presented at that time; now he was not 
entitled to it. Judge Baker thought that the 
State’s-Attorney’s position was correct and 
that the affidavit was defective. He told Mr. 
Huntso. That gentieman asked for a recess 
of the court until 1 o’clock when he would 
bring a fresh affidavit from Dr. Kiernan setting 
forth the belief that Lingg had become insane 
since his trial. The court adjourned until that 
hour. Mr. Hunt said that he intended to re- 
new his petition to Judge Prendergast.

TRE, SUIC(DE’s SWEETHEART. 


Identity of the Buxom Girl Whe Brought 
Him Good Things. 

In the lurid light which has surrounded the 
Anarchists there has been one gentie ray of 
sunshine. It comes from the women who 
“cling to them in their despair, and who min- 
ister to their needs out of their own poverty 
and helplessness. Even Mrs. Lucy Parsons, 
who is even more rabid in her anarchistic 
sentiments than her husband, and who Is fit to 
lead bloody mobs, has something admirable 
in her devotion to the condemned man and his 
cause. 

Every one of the seven Anarchists, without 
exception, has bound upin his life, one way 
or another, some woman who, when she can 
do nothing else, weeps and pleads for his life. 
Parsons, Fischer, Engel, Schwab and Fielden 
have wives. All except Mrs. Parsons are 
simple German women, who attempt to do 
littie else than bring the nicest 
eatables they can obtain for their 
comfort. August Spies has Nina Van Zandt, 
his wife by proxy, and even the ferocious and 
blood-thirsty Louis Lingg was the ideal ofa 
poor girl who went daily to the jail witha 
basket of delicacies and was content to do this 
and get a smile in return from the fanatical 
Anarchist. 

There has been some mystery about this 
girl, who bas been so frequent a visitor at the 
eellof Lingg. She has always been referred 
to as Ida or Eda Mueller and described as a 
rosy-cheeked, buxom, bright-eyed German 
girl. The Chicago Tribune, however, pub- 
lishes an article in which it appears that the 
girl’s name is not Ida Mueller, but Elise 
Friedel, the daughter of a Chicago barber. 

IDA MUELLER. 

Miss Ida Mueller of No. 40 Sedgwick street, 
who has been mistaken for ‘‘Lingg’s giri,’’ 
and has suffered so much annoyance in conse- 
quence, should certainly make it rather warm 
for the bombmaker’s true lady-love, who has 
taken her name without having the slightest 
right to it. A reporter with a 
strong desire to interview the buxom 
mamorata of the ‘‘bomb demon, located 
that lady finally in the basement flat at No. 405 
Wells street, but was just a little too late, as 
the occupants had moved out with bag and 
baggage dfew hours before. Nobody there- 
abouts would avow any acquaintanee with the 
fugitives nor their new location, and the 
search recommenced until the quarry 
was run to earth a very short dis- 
tance off in another basement at No. 
882 Wells street. Ida Muehler““ was not at 
home, and for a long while the dwellers in 
the basement fought shy of all inquiries and 
would not admit the caller to their premises. 
In the course of a long conversation with Mrs. 
Magdaline Von Hutten and her husband, Fer- 
dinand, the reporter learnedto his great as- 
tonishment that Mrs. Hutten was the mother 
of ‘‘Lingg’s girl, whose name ‘Was Elise 
Friedel, and not Ida Mueller, as has 
been supposed for more than a year. Mrs. 
Von Hutten isa very stout, motherly-looking 
woman about 45, and has three younger 
daughters and two sons in addition to Ida, or 
Elise. The long talk between Mr. and Mrs. 
Von Hutten and the caller disclosed the fact 
that the lady had beef married twice, her 
first husband’s name being Friedel. Elise, 
the eldest daughter, and three other chil- 
dren being the result of this first marriage. 
The whole family came to Chicago in 
August, 1886, when Mr. Von Hutten, who 
by the way, is a descendant of the celebrated 
Gen. Von Hutton, though nobody would sus- 
pect it after looking at him, opened a barber- 
shop on asmall street off Clybourne avenue, 
Elise, who atthis time was a very good girl, 
went out to service, as did two of her younger 
sisters. The family made the acquaintance of 
a Mrs. Muench, who came from the same part 
of Germany as did Louis Lingg. With 
that lady mother and daughter visited 
thé jail, where the susceptible Elise 
succumbed to the glowing bushy hair and 
other attractions of the bomb-maker, who 
has been ever since ber only and ideal hero.

Louis Lingg’s Life. 

The life of Louis Lingg, who was acknowl- 
edged to be the most ferocious and uncom- 
promising of the condemned Anarchists, is 
thus told in his own language after he was 
condemned, and while in the Chicago Jalil: 

Iwas born in Mannheim, on the Rhein, in 
1864. Asa youth of 18 I bade farewell to my 
native home, and traveled throughout South- 
ern Germany and Switzerland, where I became 
a Socialist. 

Believing it impossible for me to calmly 
subject myself to the drill of a Russian cor- 
poral; on account of my tendencies, I con- 
eluded finally to emigrate to America, thus 
escaping conscription. 

I have served on the Agitation Committee of 
the Central Labor Union, and on the Com- 
mittee of Organization in my own union, 
a position that frequently brought me 
before the public as a speaker at the 
gatherings of workingmen. The popularity I 
thus received gave the police a pretext to drag 
me in their net. 

That I have always advocated the principles 
of Anarchism is a fact too well known for me 
to emphasize.

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 10.—The De- 
partment of Agriculture reports the yield of 
corn 19.9 bushels per acre on about 78,000,000 
acres, or 1,453,000,000 bushels. About 5,000,000 


acres is reported as abandoned before ripen- 
ing. On the acreage planted the average 
would be 18.6 bushels per acre, the same as in 
1881. The corn surplus States averave slightly 
less than in 1881, the other States more. The 
final record will be changed only by slight 
adjustments. The quality of the crop is much 
lower than usualin the dry region, and the 
proportion of the merchantable corn is con- 
siderably below the average.

SALISBURY’S SPEECH. 


THE BRITISH PREMIER TAKES A HIGH 
TORY POSITION. 


His Attitude Tewards the Triple Alliance— 
English Medical Opinion on the Crown 
Prince’s Condition—Sir Charles Dilke’s

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, November 10.—Salisbury’s Guild- 
hall speech of last night confirms the informa- 
tion I sent you as to his adhesion to the triple 
alliance with modifications. Beyond this, 
the speech contained nothing new ex- 
cept. the obvious hint of the power 
of appeal under the crimes act, being 
lessened, ifnot destroyed entirely, as well as 
indications, that Irish tactics In the next 
session will be severely repressed. It was a 
high Tory speech, showing ascendency of 
purely aristocratic reactionary elements in 
the Oabinet. 

SIR EARLEY WILMOT’S SCHEME. 

The scheme for Home rule which Freeman’s 
Journal attributed to certain members of the 
Government, is practically, I believe, the 
work of Sir Earley Wilmot, the former inde- 
pendent Tory member who always has been 
in sympathy toward Ireland. 

THE CROWN PRINCE’S CONDITION.

SIR CHARLES DILKE’S POSITION. 

A good deal of interest is attached to Dilke’s 
position. So many false rumors prevail about 
him that it is worth while to make. the follow- 
ing statement: Dilke resists the pressure 
brought to bear upon him to return to political 
life. He has been offered the candidature for 
Chelsea and several more or less safe seats, 
but he declined all of them. He is not dis- 
couraging inquiry, but is promoting it. I 
happen to know that a colicction of. letters has 
come into his hands which, those who 
have inspected them, declare furnish 
any observer the disproof of Mrs. 
Crawford’s story. Dilke’s ground is 
that it being difficult to attack on isolated 
points it is bettter to be a little slow in taking 
the direct offensive. Meanwhile he will write 
several articles on the British army and will 
work for a year on the new edition of his 
„Greater Britain.’’ He will go to 
India next winter to stay with Sir Frederick 
and Lady Roberts. Gen. Roberts largely 
shares Dilke’s views on British arms, and will 
give him every facility for investigation. Dilke's 
position, therefore, though very quiet, is still 
very influential.

All of Tues- 
day night a heavy fog and a driving rain pro- 
vailed. This probably had as much to do with 
keeping back the Anarchists and the trouble- 
some people who have caused so much annoy- 
ance to the police as anything else.

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NOMINATION OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS.

‘In Kansas City, where the whole Board 
is elected by general ticket, it has been 
equally divided between Democrats and 
Republicans, without dissent from any- 
body and without a party nomination or 
the slightest taint of party bias in the 
school management for nine or ten years 
past.

Threatens Sensational Rev- 
. elations Concerning 
the Defunct Bank. 


Receiver Wm. H. Stone Takes | 


Hold of the Meyer Lum- 
ber Company. 


The Depositors and What They Have in 
the Bank—Examiner Forman Thinks 
They Will Get Dollar for Dollar, but 
the Claims Are Offered at 75 Cents— 
Explanation of Goldsmith & Co.’s Con- 
nection With the Bank—Where the 
Trouble Started—No Receiver Kecom- 
mended This Morning—John Meyer's 
Persoval Record—Cashier Crecelius’ 
Bond Reduced. 


An Anarchist bomb exploded on the floor of 
the Merchants’ Exchange at noon would not 
have created much more excitement in the 
community than the announcement in the 
Posr-Disraren of last evening of the great 
fraud in the management of the Fifth Na- 
tional Bank. The news was on every 
tongue before 5 o’clock, and many were the 
expressions of surprise and regret heard from 
all classes. The failure was not unexpected. 
The fraud was a complete surprise to all the 
compunity. No one stood higher in business 
circles than Henry Overstolz. Men who had 
done business with him for years spoke of his 
shrewdness and hie carefulmess in business 
affairs, and wondered that he could have al- 
lowed himself or the bank of which he virtual- 
ly held control to involve itself so completely 
in gnestionable business enterprises. Mr. 
Overstolz had not been in charge of the bank’s 
affairs for more than nine months past, but 
the bank examiner’s statement left no doubt 
that the system of over-loaning on doubtful 
security was begun while Mr. Overstolz was in 
full control of the bank’s affairs. 

On the heels of the story of the discovery of 
the great fraud came the rumor that Henry 
Overstolz had died at 8o’clock. The rumor 
lacked confirmation, but it was spread in- 
dustriously until it was generally believed. 
There was nothing but sorrow expressed, for 
Henry Overstolz had few enemies and many 
friends. An investigation of the rumor of his 
death developed the information that his con- 
dition had not changed materially. He was 
still alive this morning. 

THE BANK STORY. 

The most charitable explanation of the per- 
petration of the great fraud is that the loaning 
of money to these few concerns which finally 
broke the bank was begun by Mr. Overstoiz 
many years ago, and that, being in for a little 
money, Mr. Overstolz attempted to save that 
bank by putting out more money after it. 
When tbat was gone and the limit of loaning 
to one concern was reached, it was 
evident that the bank would lose 
the whole unless further assistance was 
given the creditor, and so the legal limit was 
exceeded. This first illegal step was taken a 
long time ago. One step followed another. 
efforts were made to hide the tracks of the 
fraud by making the loans under different 
names. Bank examiners and careless direct- 


ors were deceived by false statements and 


that worthless assets were of 
value. Mr. Overstolz had always managed 
the bank, and both stockholders and 
directors had ‘implicit faith in him. To re- 
cover the money which was tied up in half a 
dozen shaky concerns the bank made reckless 
loans. Instead of retrieving its fortunes it 


lost more heavily. Then Mr. Overstolz was 
taken with a serious and probably fatal ill 
ness.

Cashier Crecelius had not yet secured a 
bondsman or bondsmen up to last evening, 
and therefore he spent the night in the office 
ofthe United States Marshal at the Custom- 
house.

THE UNFORTUNATE DEPOSITORS, 


Heavy Pulls Around Union Market—Mr. 
Orth’s Sad Story. 


When the Provident Bank failed nearly two 
years ago, Olive street was packed with 
people the whole of the first day. On the 
succeeding days for quite two weeks, from 
fifty to one hundred people could be seen in 
front of the bank at any time of the day, many 
staying until late at night. This crowd was 
composed in the main of depositors and 
small stockholders, who watched the place 
where their money was juggled with fears 
that the building—the only visible asset— 
would get away. een 4 of the depositors in 
the Fifth National Bank are just as poor and 
as littie able to lose their money as those who 
were caught in the Provident. But they do 
not stand about the bank gazing at the build- 
ing. There have not been one hundred poopie 
in front of the bullding at any time since the 
first hour after the bank was closed and the 
sign suspended“ posted in the window. The 

orer depositors are stand keepers in the 

nion Market which is across the street from 
the bank. Since the collapse became known, 
the stand keepers have gone on with their 
business, without paying the slightest atten- 
tion to the bank building. The arrest of the 
cashier, Charles CO. Orecelius, produ 
no excitement in the market alleys; 
8 and to-day the failure was only 

liked about as the S execution of 
the Anarchists might be. Yet hardly a stand- 
keeper or emplove in a market stall escapes 
from the wreck with a whole skin, financially 
speaking. Few of the losers care to have their 
losses known. Questioned by fellow stand- 
keepers they shake their headg and sorrow: 
fully about the business of measuring beans, 
potatoes and saurkraut. 

‘ A BAD CASE. 

The saddest case of all is that of Mrs. Mary 
Orth, a widow, who has had a stand in the 
market she says as long as there has been a 
Union Market. She lives in two rooms at 623 
Wash street all alone. Her daughter, 
the last of her relatives in this 
world, died a month ago. When the 
North 8t. Louis Bank broke about five years 
ago she lost $800, the total of her savings for 
weer | ears. Since that time she had accumu- 
late $00 which was deposited in the Fifth 
National Bank. ‘‘I lived on just as little as I 
could, she said. ‘‘I did not eat 5 cents’ 
worth of meat a week because I wanted to save 
some money that would keep me when I am 
too oid to keep a stand. I am 59 years old now, 
and my money is gone. Ihave no one in the 
world to depend upon. I have no other money, 
only my stand.’’ 

‘*Do you know any losers through the failure 
of the Fifth National Bank?’’ was asked a 
butcher. 

There is one—Mrs. Orth.

THE AMERICAN NAVY. 


All Preparations Complete for the Great 
Sham Battle. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPA” ca. 

NEWPORT, R. I., November 10.—The great 
sham battle between the forces of the North 
Atlantic squadron and the regular army troops 
stationed at Fort Adams takes place to-day. 
All preparations are complete and the weath- 
er, a very important factor, promises to be 
fine. At (o' clock yesterday afternoon a gen- 
eral signal was thrown out on board the flag- 
ship Richmond for the entire fleet to“! prepare 
a7 for battle“ or clear — tor action.

‘‘THIS IS NOTAING.”’ 


The Cabalistic Scroll Found in a Terrible 
Dynamite Bomb. 


The police and the morning papers discov- 
ered another dynamite bomb last evening. 
George Kerr, asmall boy, living at 2610 South 
Seventh street, handed to Officer Rochow of 
the Second District a package wrapped up in 
a German paper, stating that he had found it 
on the east side of South Broadway,at Shenan- 
doah street. Rochow took it to the Second 


District station, where it was unwrapped. 
Inside were two pieces of 8 
One was about five inches long nd 
almost an inch in diameter, and one end of it 
had an lron cap screwed on, while the other 
end had on a brass band. In the latter end 
was some mucilage an@a piece of wire likea 
hair-pin. The other piece of pipe was about 
two-and-a-half inches long, with nuts at either 
end, and was about two inches thick.

The whole thing was evidently a hoax got - 
ten up by some plumber. Chief Huebler was 
very angry about the matter, and this morn- 
ing called all the police captains together at 
his office and read the riot act“ to them 
aboat eating oem bombe and alarming the 
public at this critical time.

JUBILANT, 
THE ADMINISTRATION DEMOCRATS OVER 
THE RESULT OF THE ELECTIONS. 


Probable Effect on the Campaign of 1888— 
The Lincoln Boom Certain to Collapse — 
Congressman Bynum of Indiana on the 
Outlook for the Democracy—Assistant 
Secretary Maynard’s Views. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 10.—The 
result of Tuesday’s election in New York and 
elsewhere was about the only topic discussed 
in this city yesterday. Administration Demo- 
crats and officials are jubilant. They believe 
that victory is now assured in the Presidential 
contest next year. There was much anxiety 
and uncertainty inthe minds of many Demo- 
cratic leaders, and Mr. @€leveland probably 
rested better last night than for some time. 
Senator Voorhees, fresh from the New York 
canvass, said he thought the vote in New York 
would be very close and that Gov. Hill admit- 
ted thatthe result was doubtful. One thing 
that seems to have been settled by yesterday’s 
election isthat Mr. Cleveland will be nominated 
beyond a peradventure, if he lives. This is 
acknowledged by everyone. Many Republi- 
cans believe that Mr. Blaine. has been elimi- 
nated from the list of possibilities, and that he 
will not be a candidate before the next Repub- 
can Convention. Republicans are inclined to 
take a cheerful view of the situation. They 
say that with Blaine off the track it will be 
possible for them to select a candidate upon 
whom all factions may unite. They point to 
their success in New Jersey, Rhode Isiand, 
Massachusetts and Ohio as evidence that the 
party is still in fighting condition. The elec- 
tion of a Republican in the Second Congres- 
sional District in Rhode Island gives 
that party the State delegation in Con- 
gress and should the next Presiden- 
tiai election be thrown into the House 
the Republicans would win. This advantage 
may be taken from them, however, by the 
Democrats unseating a Republican member 
from Indiana. It is thought there will bea 
general overhauling and shaking-up ofthe Re- 
publican programme before the cafnpaign of 
1888. It is believed that very little will be heard 
of 

MR. LINCOLN’s BOOM 
from now.on. The experiment with Fred Grant 
will have a discouraging effect on running a 
candidate on sentiment and a name. 

Tue Washington Star last night printed a 
number of interviews with prominent men on 
the political situation. The President deciined 
to be interviewed, but his private secretary 
sald: The result is extremely gratifying, of 
course. I don't see how thé Republicans can 
hope to Carry New York now. They 
had many things to their advantage in this 
contest, and ifthey were ever going to carry 
the State they should have done so this time. 
They have won nothing since the Presidential 
clection, and 1 don't see how they can hope 
for anything from New York in the future. 

Congressman Bynum of Indiana said he felt 
just this way. If we, the Democrats, had 
been beaten Mr. Cleveland could not have 
been renominated, and the chances of success 
for the party in 1888 would have been very 
doubtful. While Mr. Hill,I think, is fully as 
strong in New York State as Mr. Cleveland, I 
doubt if we could elect him if Mr. Cleveland 
were crowded out. If the President said he 
would not havea renomination and stepped 
aside entirely of his own accord, we could 
carry New York with Hill: As I felt the result 
ofa defeat to the Democrats would affect
